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Biographical Sketch of Dr. Joseph Rodes 
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Dr. Joseph Rodes Buchanan was born at 
Frankfort, Ky., Dec, 11th, 1814. His father, 


Dr. Joseph Buchanan, was well known in |, 


* Kentucky as a politician, editor, inventor, 
author of Buchanai ilosophy, à work 
of profound speculation, and a gentleman 
of diversitied attainments. His mother, 
Naney Garth Ward, had brains much above 
the average development. Inhis early youth 
he was remarkable for his intellectual pre- 
cocity and maturity of mind, He inherited 
from his\father profundity, independence 
pue hality of thought, with a passion 
for philosophical Investigation, and an indif- 
ferenco to worklly prosperity and Ddistine- 
tion, which have made him-thro an Ute a 
ploneer In new spheres of iüvestlgat]on And 
a friend of every unpopular truth. He has 
no recollection of learning to read. At the 
Arst pu ve school which he attended, at the 
age of seven, in Hopkinsville, Ky. he was 
engaged in the study of astronomy, geome- 
try,history and the French language. At the 
ago of eleven he was engaged In the study 
of mental philosophy, political economy and 
constitutional law; and at thirteen he had 
read Blackstone's famous work, and was 
designed by his father forthe legal profos- 
sion, But he expressed a decided aversion 
to this choice, and preferred, as his father 
was then editor of the Times and Journal 
(predecessor of the Louisville Journal and 
the Qourier Journal) to adopt the life of 
printer and editor, Hin father's death at 
Louisville next year, 1829, left him desti- 
tute with a widowed mother, and he spent 
about ten years in a printing oflice at Lex- 
ington, Ky., to earn his own subsistence. 

From the printing office he went to the 
flourishing institute ot Rey. Bo Pun, a dis. 
tinguished and enlightened power in edu- 
cational progress, as a student and assist- 
ant teacher, While there, at elghteen years 
of age, by a Curloug coincidence, tit threw 
dut a challenge Lo tle young men of the lit- 
erary society to a public discussion, The 
most tuleni Iber of the society, Mr. 
Barton, acce] the challenge, taking phre- 
nology as the subject and maintaining its 
truth. ‘Tho discussion attracted attention. 
The venerable and distinguished Professor 
Caldwell, the fathi renology in Amer-

In his nineteenth year, Buchanan took 
charge of a country academy near Lexíng- 
ton, But not liking the situation, he engaged

in the southern states until the fall of 1541. 

It was while he was on this lecturing 
tour that I became acquainted with, Dr 
Buchanan. I was not slow to perceive that 
in‘riginality and comprehenalveness of in- 
tellect, he surpassed any person with whom 
I was acquainted. 1 recognized in him also 
a large and generous nature, abounding lie 
hope and enthusiasm in behalf of the intel- 
lectual and moral progress of the race, | 

Having myself become Interested in cere- 
bral psychology, I was pleased to und Dr. 
Buchanan engaged in its propagation-and 
study with a minuteness of observation aud 
an unweariness of research that command- 
ed my warmest admiration, With charac- 
terized originality, he had already begun to 
enlarge amd. remodel phrenology, as left by 
its great founder, Dr, Gall. 

From the time that I became acquainted 
with Dr. Buchanan, now forty-three years 
since, I have been during the most of those 
years lu correspondence with him; during 
sevetol, of them he wayi nelghbor and col- 
league, and daring alijI have watched his 
phillosophlo career with Inereaalng Interest 
and admiration. 

OF his political action during a war, I 
knew nothing. but my Information IN do- 
rived from as trustworthy sources, as is that 
portion of his scientific labors and progress 
with which I nad no journal acquaintance, 

To those who may recognize the present 
writer as óne qf the editors mentioned in 
this sketch, I will say that I sield to Dr.

This was the crowning’eVent of hls career 
as an original sclentist, as it gave the means 
of, determining the functions of the brain 
with certainty accuracy, superseding 
tho laborious investigations and problemat- 
foal results of Gall and Spurzheim, by those 
of positive experiment, 

If the discovery is fallacious, it certainly 
is one of the most pliustble fallacies the 
world has ever seen, a8 the numerous and, 
intelligent classes that have attended bis 
lectures during the past thirty-five years, 
and edpecially during the ten years of his 
medical profestorstip, have uniformly ap- 
proved his teachihg and veritled its truths 
by thelr own experiments. It it be a trae 
discovery, us attested by all who have re- 
peated the experimenta, including a number 
of able medical profes¥ors, it furnishes the 
key (o the mysteries of human life. 

The entire problém of humanity is found 
in the brain in which the soul is lodged and 
by which the body i$ controlled. And he 
who masters its functions masters all phi- 
losophy by establishing a complete. anthro- 
pology. 

Louisville was-the first pce at which

Sensation itself presuppose several things: Ist, an objec- 
tive world; 2nd, an active self-conscious, recipiet talni; 
rd, n contact through forces, of the object and sübJect, by 
which the one perceives t er. No sensation can take 
place, if one Of thesòbe lacking. Let me restate fl. 

Ist, an object; 2nd, a seiverium? rd; un action of the one 
upon the other, through thé mediu rceor forces, 
But this is not all, This sensorium mugt be bomething 
different from a tabula rasa—a mese mirfor—a mere pas- 
sive reciplent; else no consciousness of the sensation it- 
self could arise. Indeed thy very idea of sensation is 
consslousness of contact with objects—not 
follows also, that stice sensation is a conscio 
pressions made upon some part of our belng from without, 

ind that this sensation can become an object of reflection 
and of thought to some power within us, that that portion 
of our mind which receives the Impression from an ob- 
Ject, aud holde it is diflerent from that_other part of the 
mind which reflects, thinks and specülates upon it as an 
object, The sensorium o on may be tabula rasa— 
merely receiving the form or,image of the object; but [n 
that case It cannot observe and reflect upon such image 
any more than thé eye can see itself, or the car hear 
bwn vibrations, or sensation reflect upon itself, True. 
can see the Image of our eyes In a mirror; but, we do s 
only n reflection of the real eye, So sensation cannot 
sensation {tself—but if It can seo Its own Image, it is itself 
consciousness, which is absurd, 

Bensatlon cannot, examination cannot examine sensation 
Mselt, It cannot lift Itself Into reflection; It cannot observo 
itself; analyze and characterize itself ad largo or small, 
Night or ws. ,plensurablo or painful, ugly or beautiful any

But reflection is attention to sensatlon, and to experi- 
ence, Some power of conscious bolng, then, different 

‘om sensation, must be Inferior to the senses and behind 
sensation Itself, ln order to the observation of, and reflec- 
tion upon sensation. Tt must be able then to distinguish 
itself from sensation, and. so to speak, "put sendatlon off 
from, but before itself for exatitination and then acta upon 
its experiences as upon an object, And therefore the pow- 
er to reflect on sensation transcends sensation jtsolf. - In 
rder to reflect upon expertence, sensational experience, 
sieh experience must first become an object to the reason, 
Can sensation become an object to itself? No more than 
mirror enn. Our consciousness sces our form retlécted 
{fa glass, But if sensation was the be all and end all oF 
“consclousness, could it see its own rays? No, lee dhe. 
the very sensation which would, In case sense itself were 
the only conscious power in us, be Involved in n vicious 
circle, Qur reflected image in a glass would only be In 
that case an action of rays of light t» and from the glass— 
upon sense organs; and were.these not within and behind 
the eye some intelligence which noted and notiged these 
sensations of light it could not be known as sensation. The 
consciousness, therefore, which sces, transcends the senga- 
tlon.of light. In the reflections of this indwelling Intelll- 
gence, there arlse ideas which are universal and necessary.

‘Tho first reporta of his discoveries endors- 
ed by Professor Caldwell and sent to the 
conductor of the Edinburg PArenological 
Journal, wero respectfully pigeon-holed as 
too marvelous for their publication, Medieal 
journals ignored the subject, and although 
the founder of the New York Medical ant 
Surgical Journal, Dr. Forry, also had wit- 

nessed Dr. B's experiments and was prepar- 
ed to ad te hisclainis, he was prevented 
from doihg jo in-his journal by the warning 
thregt Urat it would be fatal to his success, 

Seeing that it, was impossible to, foren 

-knowledge upon reluctant minds, and! 
medical schools were citaddly for the 
servation of ignorance as well as the difu- 
sion of knowledge, Dr. B. was content with 
making his demonstrations before parties 
who were not so averse to Investigation. A 
committee of emluent physicians, at Ios- 
ton, in April, 181), attended completo se-, 
ries of his experiments. Théso gentlemen, 
Drs, Bowditch, Lane, Hunt, Ingalls, Ernie, 
Gray, Dorr, Mattson, Homans, Hunt, and 
Wheeler preserved the minutes-of the ex- 
périments, which were published in- the 
Boston Post, April 27, 1543, hu which fully 
|. verified his claims. 

According to tho record, experimenta 
were. made upon one of the committee, Dr, 
Lane, and upon two other persons, which 
showed the excitement of the mental and 
physical organs, the pulse being coatrolled 
through the brain, and various conditions 
produced, such as somnolence, debility, nau- 
sea, mirthfulness, combativenesa, acquisl- 
tiveness, philanthrophy, liberality and de- 
atructiveness. The committeenot only tes- 
tified to the resulta ot the experimenta, but 
expressed their thanks to Dr. Buchanan for 
conducting the experimenta “notonly with 
courtesy but with the utmost candor and 
fairness.” a
